— The following amendment is 
made to the Government of India Resolution No. F. 
12-12/56-D.5 dated the 31st October, 1956 regarding 
the reconstitution of the Central Board of Secondary 
Education, Ajmer: — 

1, The following para should be inserted after para 
8, namely: — 

“8A. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
this Resolution, the Board shall have the 
power to conduct (i) the High School exami- 
nation in 1957 and 1958 for all candidates and 
in 1959 for those candidates only who failed 
at a previous examination, (if) the Inter- 
mediate Examination (a) in 1957, 1058. 1959 
and 1960 from the former States of Ajmer, 
Bhopal and Vindhya Pradesh and from insti- 
tutions situated in other States as may like 
to send their candidates for the examination 
and (b) in 1961 for all failed candidates pro- 
vided they appear as regular students from 
institutions recognised by this Board and 
(iii) to admit private candidates to its High 
School and Intermediate Examinations in 
1957 and 1968 and in 1959 only such private 
candidates who had failed at a previous 
examination. 

(2) T,ill such time as the Board decides other- 
wise, the institutions in the former States of 
Ajmer, Bhopal and Vindhya Pradesh which pre- 
pared candidates for the Examinations of the 
Board shall be deemed as institutions recognised 
by the Board.
